ble, begin to crumble and finally fall 
to pieces. 
This sort of failure mixed 
up as it generally is with tempera­ 
mental 
attributes 
of the person or 
persons concerned—in whaf is now 
called 
psychology—Is 
now 
keeniv 
studied by scientific experts and lin.e 
many physical ills that human flesh 
is heir to, may, if taken in time, be 
prevented, provided always the cause 
be known. 
A Dwindling of Demand. 
The 
diversity 
of causes may oe 
aptly illustrated by the story of a 
one time Philadelphia manufacturer. 
For scores of years he had manufac­ 
tured red damask 
tablecloths. His 
products were widely and favorably 
known, and the canny housewife ful­ 
ly 
conscious 
of 
their 
excellence, 
specified his brand whenever visit­ 
ing 
her dry goods 
merchant. 
The 
manufacturer 
through 
serving the 
public so splendidly had amassed a 
very comfortable fortune, then trade 
began to fall off. 
Almost impercep­ 
tibly business began to trickle away, 
each year showing an alarming de­ 
crease. 
He could not, at first, decide 
just what was the matter and never 
did discover, at least not before it 
was too late, that the American peo­ 
ple no longer considered a suitable 
color for a tablecloth.

The standard joke of yesterday was 
the weather bureau’s “gues§;” and 
the influence of the line of thought 
which 
prevailed, not without some 
justice in years gone by, still flavors 
the attitude of the 
public 
towards 
the United States 
Weather Bureau, 
despite the fact that it has, nowa­ 
days. a big average of correct prog­ 
nostications. 
Montrose W. Hayes, 
official fore­ 
caster for the government, describes 
In an interesting way the making of 
the “Daily Weather Map," w'hich in 
printed form, is supplied to shippers, 
business men, railroads, newspapers 
and the public generally, in order 
lhat the information 
thus compiled 
may become widespread and benefit 
the public as much as possible. 
Each Post. 
Each observation 
post sends to 
the others in cipher, telegrams tell­ 
ing of the conditions at that partic­ 
ular spot. 
The highly condensed ci­ 
pher seems like doggerel, unless the 
reader knows the meaning and it is 


interesting to note the rapidity wuth 
which Hayes reads 
the translation 
without aid of a key. 
“Nagget, neg- 
get detour sandals," he says, means 
“The barometer reading Is 29.62, 'lhe 
temperature reading is 44. The wind 
is blowing southwest. 
The w’eatheT 
is cloudy and the lowest tempera­ 
ture» is 44. 
The w'ind is blowing 24 
miles an hour. 
Rain in the last 24 
hours 
amounted 
to .98 of an inch. 
The 
stage of the 
river is 12.3 feet 
and rising.” 
All In Four Words. 
“That’s a whole lot of information 
to put in four 
words. 
Sometimes 
a word or two is added to this to tell 
of unusual 
clouds or thunderstorms 
or other special phenomena. 
These reports 
are 
circulated on 
a special 
wire that touches all the 
stations on a big circuit, much the 
same as the Associated Press uses in 
news gathering, so that all the sta­ 
tions are promptly informed of con­ 
dition everywhere 
else. 
They all 
come in within 70 minutes; and soon 
thereafter the map and forecast are 
ready. 
As the reports come pouring over 
the wire, a weather sharp in the of­ 
fice prepares a map, 18 by 24 inches 
in size, 
showing in outline all the 
states, with each station indicated by 
a circle. 
Inside this circle the map- 
maker records the kind of weather, 
with abbreviations for clear, 
rain, 
etc. He also draws an arrow extend­ 
ing from the circle in the direction 
which 
the 
wind 
is 
blowing and 
alongside enters the temperature, the 
barometer, 
the 
wind 
velocity, the 
rainfall and other special phenom­ 
ena, if any. 
Isobars. 


When the facts 
are all set down, 
the mapmaker then proceeds to draw 
“isobars" 
wuth a red 
pencil —lines 
running around 
the 
map, 
uniting 
points of the same barometric pres­ 
sure. 
There is a new line for each 
tenth 
of an inch 
of pressure and, 
when he has 
completed this work, 
the map 
looks 
like 
an engineer’s 
drawing of a hill, showing the way 
the various 
levels run 
around the 
elevation. 


Each group of isobars indicates an 
area of either high or low pressure 
in the atmosphere. 
The low pres­ 
sure areas, where rain or snow is 
likely to be falling and where there 
is 
sure to be cloudy 
weather and 
winds, are 
indicated by shading on 
the map, while the high areas, which 
indicate clear weather generally, are 
left without shading. 
Then similar lines, 
called 
“iso­ 
therms,” are dotted on the map, to 
show each 30 degrees variation of 
temperature. 
So skillfully and carefully does the 
map-maker trace his graceful curves 
over the outlined 
territory and so 
thorough is his information, that the 
result is a perfect 
outline 
of the 
weather situation in the entire Unit­ 
ed States. 
The exact location and 
spread of each area of pressure is 
given accurately. 
Auxiliary 
maps, 
showing changes in pressure 
since 
last report and changes in tempera­ 
ture during 
the 
preceding 
twelve 
hours are prepared. 
From these 
maps, 
and from the 
maps of the prior observation, com­ 
pared with 40 to 50 year averages of 
the station, with due allowance made

Mrs. W il­ 
liam Caldwell very capably im per­ 
sonated a great English singer. 
Albert Dodds was the radio a n ­ 
nouncer. 
Located behind the stage 
curtain Dodds described w hat was 
going on. his voice reaching the au ­ 
dience through a radio m icrophone, 
all of which produced a genuine a t­ 
mosphere. 
W hile the Red Cross, Boy and Girl 
Scouts and soldiers were m arching 
by the W hite House steps, a zeppelin 
flew overhead 
<The zeppeline had 
been constructed by Miss Ingeborg 
H algren of th e faculty. It was draw n 
on a cord across the stage. 
The 
buzz of the engine, by the way. was 
im personated by Miss R uth Lew’is 
through the radio!» 
Balloons and 
flags added to the spectacle. 
At the end of the program the 
chaplain led in prayer and taps was 
sounded.
